NEW YORK Nov. 26.—Confusion of specu- 


lative sentiment was discernible In the move- 
ment of prices of stocks today, ana the act- 
ivity of the trading was contracted largely. 
Operation* were left largely in the hands of 
professional traders. Their confusion was due 
to the failure to find any effective leadership 
by Important transactions or any appreciable 
following.

'preferred on the speculative buying In anticipa- 
tion of the distribution.

price $3 a ton to retail dealers, who will now have 
to charge their customers more for that neces- 
sary article.

however, than the people of Nevada, for we can 
get 
no coal at all.

The shortage in fuel throughout the interior 


states of the west is unpardonable. Reports, show 
that there is plenty to be had, but, through greed 
and bad manag.em.ent combined,* wliole states 
have been left unprovided for by the great coal 
companies and the' railways are .either unable or 
unwilling, for some reason, to handle it. 


This sort of thing makes us all love the trusts 


with the passionate devotion that a Digger Indian 
has for water. 
And we wonder how long the 


trusts thing the people will stand if. 


The principle of law is well established that 


the state, under whose authority alone can the 
corporations be brought into existence, may step 
in to prevent a departure from the original object 
of the corporation when that object is one that 
concerns the public. 
Incorporation can be for 


lawful purposes only. 
Now a conspiracy -to in- • 


crease the price to the public of such a, necessary 
as coal is certainly not lawful and ,wfgj suggest 
that state officials take the£questioh tip••'from this 
point of view immediately. 


It is true that the trusts employ able counsel 


to defeat efforts to preserve the rights of the 
people, but the trusts are no more powerful than 
their source and their source is the people. 


The corporate franchise has always been con- 


sidered a privilege only lawfully assumed by 
.special authority from, the government and the 
privilege of mining for coal is itself only a grant 
frpni the governnient. 'What thcf government'— 
ami that means in the United States the people— 
gives, whether it be the right to'form a corpora- 
tion or to mine for coal,,'it can certainly take 
away if the privilege be wrongly used. 


And the government will have to take it away 


in the case of the coal barons, if their gouging 
methods continue to be maintained. Such con- 
ditions as those which now prevail will do more 
to bring about government ownership and oper- 
ation of coal deposits than all the stump speeches 
that ever have been made.

City and it is a curious fact, but nevertheless ab- 
solutely true, that' the San Francisco and New 
Orleans houses engaged in the Latin American 
trade are not represented at any self-called con- 
gresses and ask only to be let alone. 


The fact is that the trusts and the railways 


like to have such gatherings, and when we hear 
of mien like Col. John P. Irish of San Francisco 
being in attendance, we may be certain that the 
corporations take care that the delegates shall be 
under no expense for railway fare, at any rate. 
The Transmississippi congress is bogus.
